A now model state prison for Southern California was 
forecast today by Governor Frank Merriam in an address 
at the Rotary club in the Green Cat cafe, providing the peo¬ 
ple of the state approve a $13,000,000 bond issue on 
August 13. 

The governor said overcrowded conditions in state 
prisons place first offenders with hardened criminals and 
make the prisons universities for crime. The Southern 
California institution, he said, may be partly financed by 
federal aid, as an attempt is being made to get a $6,000,000 
grant. The big bond issue, the governor explained, also

30. i/P )—Richard E. Collins, who 
lost the chairmanship of the state 
board of equalization last January, 
regained it today in a surprise 
move in the absence of Chairman 
Ray L. Riley, state controller. 

The shakeup marked the end of 
a seven-months reign over affairs 
of the board by a triumvirate of 
Riley, Orfa Jean Shontz, Los An¬ 
geles, and John Corbett, San Fran¬ 
cisco. 

The trio's dominance was 
smashed by the desertion of Miss 
Shontz, who voted with the other 
two board members, Fred E. Stew¬ 
art, Oakland, and Collins to oust 
Controller Riley. Corbett voted 
against the motion to declare the 
chairmanship vacant and refused 
to vote on the motion of Stewart 
and Collins. 

Rivalry Long Standing 

The sudden realignment cf the 
board's forces marked another dra¬ 
matic episode in the long standing 
rivalry between Stewart and Riley, 
who have differed frequently over 
policies of the board. 

The entire action was clothed in 
an executive session from which 
all oc-sons but. board members 
; were summarily ejected. 

Asked for the reason for the ex¬ 
ecutive session, Collins merely 
smiled. A few minutes before it 
was called he openly announced 
that he expected to regain the 
chairmanship. 

Stewart had said he ‘'thought'’ 
something might happen and Miss 
Shontz, outwardly nervous, said 
she knew nothing about "rumors" 
of a shake-up. 

Asked if she intended to vote 
against continuance of Riley as 
chairman, she retorted: 

“Well, he Isn’t here Is he?”

TYPHOONS HIT OPPOSE CLUB 
TWO PLACES WATER PACT 


LONDON, Tuesday. July 30. UP) 
The exchange telegraph agency 
correspondent at Addis Ababa re¬ 
ported today that Emperor Haile 
Selassie has been given a proposal 
that Ethiopia be placed under the 
international European mandate of 
the League of Nations. 

The proposal, it was said, would 
grant special economic concessions 
to Italy. 

The emperor was quoted by the 
correspondent as saying: “I don’t 
object to the principle of European 
influence provided it is purely 
economic and not accompanied by 
political inspiration and control.” 

The proposal was said to provide 
for the preservation of Ethiopian 
integrity and the safeguarding of 
the country from foreign aggres¬ 
sion.

Any settlement of the gun club 
water controversy that will per¬ 
mit the use of water for other 
than agricultural or domestic use 
will he vigorously opposed. Will¬ 
iam Wallop and William Mauer- 
han. members of the Orange Coun¬ 
ty Water district hoard of direc¬ 
tors. announced today. 

Mr. Wallop and Mr. Mauerhan 
said their opposition at present is 
only that of individuals, but that 
the proposed amicable settlement 
of the controversy will be taken 
up at the next meeting of the 
water district directors, and action 
probably will be taken to prevent 
a compromise. 

It has been indicated that under 
the present plan, the board of 
supervisors and the Orange county 
farm bureau are considering al¬ 
lowing the gun clubs the use of 
approximately 31-acre inches of 
water per year for any purpose. 
This decision, it is said, was 
reached following submission of a 
report by a technical committee 
named to make a survey of the 
southwest area of the county 
where the gun clubs are located. 

To make such a settlement, it 
has been pointed out, the super¬ 
visors will have to adopt a new 
ordinance providing for allocation 
of water to the gun clubs for use 
in creating duck ponds.

NO LIVES LOST 

TOKYO, Tuesday, July 30. </P> 
A typhoon battered the island of 
Formosa at 5 a. m. today, inflict¬ 
ing severe property damage as it 
roared on toward China, 

Communications were disrupted, 
preventing an accurate estimate 
of the extent of the damage, but 
no loss of life was leported imme¬ 
diately. 

The typhoon the third this 
season and one of the worst ever 
to strike the island, about 800 
miles south of Japan off the coast 
of China -plunged the capital city 
of Taihoku into darkness today- 
after the rising winds damaged the 
power house. 

The city of Shinchiku, which ex¬ 
perienced two disastrous earth¬ 
quakes earlier this year, also was 
hard hit.

They will try to pledge every can¬ 
didate for places in the legisla¬ 
ture. It is up to you people in 
Orange county, and to sportsmen 
elsewhere In the state, to do the 
same thing." 

Leslie F. Kimmell, Laguna 
Beach attorney, was given credit 
by Mr. Utt. for his work in get- 
ting the fishing bill through the 
■ legislature. 

M E Beebe of Anaheim, presi¬ 
dent of the organization, presided 
over the meeting which was at¬ 
tended hv representatives from all 
over Orange county. 

Senator N. T. Edwards, anoth¬ 
er speaker at the banquet, spoke 
on the work of the legislature, 
explaining reason for passing of 
some bills and killing of others. 
Although he had first voted 
against the chain store tax be¬ 
cause he believed it too high, he 
rfaid that, he later believed it bet¬ 
ter to tax chain stores at a high 
rate than not at all. 

“I think it would be better for 
the state if the legislature met 
only once every eight or ten 
years" Senator Edwards said "I 
admire Governor Merriarn for the 
way he handled the situation and 
wish to commend him for the 
courage he displayed in expressing 
his disapproval of some of the 
measures, even though I favored 
some of the legislation he vetoed.”

WASHINGTON, Tuesday, July 
30. (JP) President Roosevelt to¬ 
day allotted *3,450,000 of work re¬ 
lief funds to the public health 
service for a survey of chronic 
diseases. 

Surgeon General Hugh S. Gum¬ 
ming estimated that the three¬ 
fold study would give a year's 
employment to 3500 white collar 
people now on relief rolls. His 
estimates said it would include: 

1. A house-to-house canvass in 
selected urban and rural commu¬ 
nities to determine the prevalence 
of long standing illnesses among 
the rich, the poor and the middle- 
class families. 

2. Physical examinations in a 
small number of instances to 
check the accuracy of the canvass 
reports, 

3. A survey of medical facili¬ 
ties, particularly for chronic dis¬ 
eases. 

At the same time Works Prog¬ 
ress Administrator Harry I. Hop¬ 
kins announced that adult edu¬ 
cation classes designed to pro¬ 
vide work for needy teachers as 
well as an opportunity for self- 
improvement to grown - ups— 
would be continued under the 
work relief program. 

The proposed expenditures for 
the health survey by state in¬ 
cludes: California *259,000.

or confronted with some imme¬ 
diately vital peril; she will at¬ 
tack indiscriminately everything 
that enters her range of vision, 
seizing as weapons anything that 
lies to her hand, and throwing 
about sticks and stones in violent 
but aimless manner.” 

Primitive Instinct 

Dr. Uchimura observes that 
“from this description it will be 
seen that these outbursts of vio¬ 
lence may be r -arded as due to 
the unrestrained and undirected 
operation of a very primitive in¬ 
stinct for self-defense.” 

The disease "imu” represents in 
the primitive Ainu what in civil¬ 
ized communities commonly takes 
the forms of frank hysteria or of 
one of the thousand and one pos¬ 
sible psychoneuroses which range 
from functional disturbances, to 
patent constitutional diseases like 
gastric ulcer and hyperthyroidism. 

In each instance the reaction 
represents a repressed resentment, 
which at times finds relief in 
frank outbursts of instinctual self- 
defense and at other times takes 
the more subtle forms of psycho¬ 
neurosis. 


Primitive Hysteria 

In a recently published article. 
Dr. Y. Uchimura, professor of 
’medicine at the University of 
Hokkaido, Japan, discussed a mal¬ 
ady of the Ainu people which he 
called “imu.” 

The Ainu are a primitive people 
living in part of Japan. The mal¬ 
ady “imu” is apparently not un¬ 
like what we would describe as 
hysteria. 

Dr. Uchimura's communication 
illustrates the fundamental psy¬ 
chologic principle that when an 
individual is subjected to exces¬ 
sive stress, “the line of cleavage” 
follows certain definite character¬ 
istics. 

Restricted to Women 

The disease "imu” is restricted 
almost entirely to women past 
middle age.

The founder of one of the 
world's greatest industrial em¬ 
pires observed the birthday anni« 
versary at his "cottage,” a 16- 
room affair, in the Huron Moun¬ 
tain club grounds on the shore 
of Lake Superior 

With Mrs. Ford, the motor mag¬ 
nate came here aboard one of 
his freighters several days ago 
for his annual vacation, timing 
it to coincide with the period dur¬ 
ing which his assembly plants 
throughout the country would be 
closed down for a fortnight. 

No Interviews 

As usual on his birthdays, Ford 
denied himself to interviewers and 
planned no ceremony of any kind. 
The absence of telephone on tele¬ 
graph wires at the Ford place en¬ 
abled him to enjoy the seclusion 
he invariably seeks on his vaca¬ 
tion jaunts. 

In previous years Ford "roughed 
it,” a bit more strenuously on his 
vacations. With John Burroughs, 
the naturalist; Thomas A. Edison, 
the inventor, and Harvey Fire¬ 
stone, tire manufacturer, vaca¬ 
tion for Ford meant a "gypsy” 
expedition into the woods. With 
the passing of Burroughs and Edi¬ 
son. however, the camping trips 
were discontinued.

Edited Herald 

He was a member of the board 
of curators of the university here 
and editor of the Columbia Herald 
in 1908 when he was asked to take 
charge of the infant school of jour¬ 
nalism. The curriculum he devised 
has been copied widely. 

He became president of the 
university in 1931, and resigned 
only a month ago due to failing 
health.

Shall the credit structure of 
the country continue to he ruled 
by the private hankers, or shall 
control he vested in the hands of 
the government. 

The 
entire fight centers on the make¬ 
up of the pivotal credit-controlling 
agency—the open market com¬ 
mittee. 

This committee, under the new 
hill, will rule the open market sale 
and purchase of government 
bonds. In other words, it will 
hold the throttle of government 
credit, the crux of the financial 
system of the country. 

As the bill emerged from the 
house banking committee and was 
approved by the house, the mem¬ 
bership of this key agency was 
made up of the seven members of 
the federal reserve board, all gov¬ 
ernment officials appointed by the 
president with senate approval.
